THE SUNKEN CUNARDER. 
AN INQUIRY IN ENGLAND AS TO THE 
LOST STEAMER OREGON. 


A Member of the House of Commons Wants 
to Know if There Were Life-Boats 
Enough—A Cabinet Minister Says the 
Steamer’s Accommodations Were in Ex- 

Less of the Statutory Requirements—That 
Schooner Again. : 

LONDON, Mareh 25.—|Via Mackay-Hennett 
Cable to The Tribune. - The Oregon catastro 
phe was again before the House of Commons 
this evening on the following questions asked 
of the President of the Board of Trade by Mr. 
MacFarlane, last year member for Cariow, now 
from Argylishire, and the first Catholic ever 
sent to Parliament from Scotland: 

Please state what was the net registered ton- 
nage of the Oregon; what proportion the registered 
tonnage bears to the number of passengers «6 
vessel may carry; what number of ngere 
were on the Oregon, and what number could have 
been accommodated in ber ten boats? 

The foljowing conversation occurred and was 
listened to by an attentive House. 

Mr. Mundella— The registered tonnage of the 
Oregon was 8,529 tons. Her number of passengers 
was not regulated by tonnage. She actually car- 
ried 878 passengers, and her boats would bold 365 
persons. | Loud cries of Oh! oh!“ 

Mr, MacFariane—Then is the House to under- 
stand that if this vessel had foundered in mid- 
ocean Only 300 out of her 800 passengers could 
have been accommodated in her boats? [“ Hear! 
Hear?“ ] 1 will also ask whether in case two ves- 
seis are of the same tonnage, but one carrying 500 
passengers and the other only 50, the same num- 
ber of boats would be required? 

Mr, Forwood (formerly Mayor of Liverpool)—I 
should like to ask at the same time whether it is 
possible for largé steamers to carry as many boats 
as will accommodate their maximum of passen- 


Mundelia—I -have answered all the 
questions which have been put to me on 
the subject of the steamer Oregon. Now, 
I am asked whether, if she had gone down in mid- 
ocean, her boats would have been suflicient. Cer- 
tainly not, and every man who goes to sea knows 
that passenger veasels do not have sufficient boats 
for their passengers. [Loud cries from all parts of 
the house: “Hear! Hear!“ But the Oregon 
had boat accommodation largely in excess of the 
statutory requirements. I may add that the Board 
of Trade are not all satisfied with the present 
statutory requirements. When the loss of the 
Oregon was reported 1 ordered an inquiry made 
by a practical man as to how far 
it would be possible to enlarge the boat accommo- 
dation of such vessels, but I do not want the House 
to suppose that any large sea-going ship can carry 
as many boats as would accommodate all her pe- 
sengers. The effect of that would be either to ren- 
der the vessel unseawortbhy or to quadruple the 
charge to passengers. 

Capt. Price (member from Davenport) —Is the 
gentieman aware that in the United States a law 
exists requiring all ships to carry boats enough to 
hold the whole of their passengers? 

Mr. Mundella—I am not aware of it and I very 
much doubt it; but if there were such a law I 
should have no faith in ite being carried out. 
[Greeted with some laughter. | 

Capt. Price gave notice that he shoula ask 
for the production of the volume of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States containing 
the rule to which be had referred. The sub- 
ject was then dropped, but will be resumed in 
afew days. The opinion 1 largely beld here 
that the accident was due to some as yet undis- 
covered negiigence. 

At a late bour it was announced that Mr. 
Forwood, in consequence of the reply given to 
his question in the House, will tomorrow ask 
the President of the Board of Trade if 
he is aware that the Oregon and all 
steamers carrying passengers to and

Mr. Mundella appeared to think it quite imprac- 
ticabie for big ships to Carry boats enough for all 
the people on bowrd, but om that point there is 
likely to be some difference of opinion if 
more than 500 people out of, say, 800 must drown 
whenevera ship like the Oregon founders far 
from shore and from human aid.

The Advertiser, commenting on the debate, 
claims: 

Capt. Price was: perfectiy correct in believing 
that in the United Stutes a law exists that all ships 
should carry boats sufficient to hold all their pas- 
sengers. Such a law does exist, Dut like many 
another good law which has been passed 
by our American cousins, it is not enforced, and 
vessels sailing under the American flag are infi- 
nitly more deficient in provisions made for the 
rescue of their passengers than are ships fiying the 
red ensign of the British merchant service. 

New York, March 25.—(Special.|—It was a 
geueral opinion expressed among seafaring 
men and ship-brokers today that the schooner 
Charles H. Morse of Bath, Me., was the vessel 
that ran down the Oregon. That seemed to be 
the conviction also of the. schooner’s owners, 
Morse & Co. of No. 30 South street, though in 
the absence of definit information they 
concluded to say nothing about the matter. A 
member of the Maritime Exchange who sailed 
for years in the coast trade said that the 
Morse was quite large enough to have sunk the 
great ocean steamer. She left Baltimore tor 
Boston with a cargo of coal March 6in charge 
ot Capt. Haskell. 

Mr. E. D. Garrett, the lawyer who is prose- 
cuting the claims of passengers on the steamer 
Oregon for lost property, says that one of his 
clients, a Chicagoan, lost $35,000 in American 
bank notes which he bad with him inciosed in 
a rubber bag, but be saved a list of the notes 
and their numbers.

Louis Dromel Dead. 

LOUISVILLA, Kr., Maren 26.—({Special.}— 
Louis Dromel, one of the best-known turfmen 
in America, died in this city at an early bour 
this morning of heart-disease, 

[Prot. Dromel was the man who perfected the 
Paris- mutual betting system in America, and was 
the most remarkable mathematician in the South. 
He could “add” three columns of figures st the 
same time, and was never known to be mistaken in 
any sort of a calculation. He was born at Marseilies, 
France, and was 55 years old. In 1876 he established 
under John Morrissey the Paris-matual system of 
betting on the race-course at Jerome Park and 
made it popular all over the United States. He 
went to Louisville in 1878 and formed a partner- 
ship with the late Robert Cathcart to operate Paris 
mutuals on the Churchill Downs course, where he 
made several fortunes. The “Professor” was a 
great faro player, and has been known to remain at 
the table for a week, either winning or losing thou- 
sands of dollars. Dromel was at one time a Pro- 
fessor of languages in a college at Philadelphia, 
and wasaman of great.learning. His father, a 
Frenchman ot high birth, left him a quarter of a 
million, whieh he squandered in Paris. Every

“BOGUS BUTTER” CONTROVERSY. 

In several States bogus butter” is a very 
prominent subject of discussion. Recently 
the Michigan Supreme Court, following sim- 
llar rulings in other States, declared uncon- 
stitutional the law adopted to suppress the 
manufacture of oleomargarine, butterine, or 
** bogus butter under whatever name. In 
consequence the manufacturers of the pa- 
tented compound now have full scope, and 
as oleomargarine nets the dealer from 15 to 
20 cents per pound more than butter it is 
rapidly driving the genuine article out of the 
market. It is claimed that not more than 
one person out of 1,000 can detect the 
cheat. In lowa, where the sale of 
imitation butter is threatening great injury 
to the dairy interests, the Legislature 
has decided not to adopt the prohibitory pol- 
icy, but to provide restrictive measures, A 
bill which has already passed both Houses re- 
quires manufacturers and dealers to brand all 
packages of imitation butter with the state- 
ment that the article is not genuine. Penal- 
ties are provided for all keepers of hotels, 
restaurants, and boarding-houses who fail to 
placard plates of bogus butter in the same 
manner. It is believed that this statute will 
be as effective as a prohibitory measure, and 
that the courts cannot set it aside on the 
ground of unconstitutionality. : 

In the oleomargarine cases tried so far the 
courts have held that the State Legislatures 
had no power to prohibit the sale of an article 
intended for use as a food and not injurious. 
The manufacturers were able to prove by 
expert testimony that the imitation butter in 

question in these cases was harmless, and on 
this ground alone they secured judgments in 
their favor. It seems, however, that there 
are many grades of imitation butter, and some 
of them are vile and injurious in a high de- 
gree. Prot. Henry Nachtrieb of the Minne- 
sota State University, in a report on samples 
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and would forbid discrimination not only in 
respect to any description of traffic,” but 
“any quantity of traffic.” The live-stock 
dealers desire to recognize to some extent 
what is known as he wholesale principle 
in railroad traffic, but at the same time pre- 
vent it from being made the basis of unrea- 
sonable favoritism. As we understand it the 
Cullom bill already covers this ground, and 
the proposed changes are urged only with a 
view of making the language a little more 
definit. The question presented is, how- 
ever, one of great difficulty. It has been 
held that railroads are simply dealers in 
transportation and may give the purchaser of 
a large amount a Wholesale rate.” A 
dealer who forwards car-loads or train-loads 
may de fairly entitled to a better rate than 
one who ships a ton, but it is a difficult mat- 
ter for the law to recognize this principle 
and also prevent unjust discriminations be- 
tween large and small shippers. 


Ir has been noticed by the reading public 
that leaders of the Knights of Labor refused 
to accept the compromise which Govs. Mar- 
tin of Kansas and Marmaduke of Missouri 
proposed for the settlement of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad dispute, and have issued a 
statement, which concludes in these words: 

** The truth is simply this: Mr. Hoxie wants 
trouble. He has provoked it. He is stili incit- 
ing it, and making an innocent public pay the 
price of his perfidy.” The same dispatch 
which brings us this statement contains an- 
Other made by a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Knights of Labor in St. 
Louis, which declares that unless the Knights 
of Labor are recognized every [freight train 
ou every road runumg out of St. Louis and 
every freight train on every road running out 
of Chicago will be stopped. If this shall fail to 
force tne companies to recognize us the strike 
will then be extended to all Eastern and South- 
ern roads, embraom the entire country, and 
if it comes to the worst the strike will be 
made to embrace every large manufactory 
and every extensive business industry in the 
country.“ 

This manifesto was followed by disabling 
engines, throwing them from tracks, prevent- 
ing the running of trains, and more or less 
rioting. Finding that peaceable councils were 
of no avail, the Governor of Missouri has is- 
sued a proclamation in relation to the railroad 
Strike so far as it affects and paralyzes the 
commerce of the State. After defining the 
respective duties of the railroad company 
and its employés, the proclamation contin- 
ues: 

Wherefore I, John S. Marmaduke, Governor 
of the State of Missouri, by virtue of the au- 
thority in me vested, do hereby call upon the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad Company. and upon 
its officers, and agents, and employés of every 
grade, each in their several capacities; to as- 
sist in resuming traffic of all kinds in the usual 
way on ail the railroad lines operated by said 
company in Missouri; and 1 warn all persons, 
whether they be employés or not, against in- 
terposing any obstacle whatever in the way of 
such resumption, and, with a firm reliance up- 
on the courage, good sense, and law-abiding 
spirit of the public, I hereby call upon all good 
citizens to assist in carrying out the purposes 
of this proclamation. And 1 diso hereby ex- 
tend the whole power of the State, so far as it 
may be lawfully wielded by its chief executive 

to sustain said company and its serv- 
ante in said resumption and to restrain and 
punish all that may oppose it. 

The Governor is putting the militia of the 
State under arms for the protection of the 
property of the common carriers chartered by 
thé State and to make possible the resump- 
tion of traffic upon the roads now unlawfully 
blockaded by the striking Knights,“ who 
have not yet made public a statement of 
their grievances against the Missouri rail- 
road companies. The public will await with 
anxiety the outcome of the impending con- 
flict between the Government of the State of 
Missouri and those who have throttled the 
commerce of the State and stopped the trans- 
portation of freight for two and a half mill- 
ions of innocent persons inhabiting that great

Tue railroad strike in the Southwest is al- 
ready causing great embarrassment in busi- 
ness.

‘The receipts of 
corn and oats in this city have already fallen 
off to such alow point as to make a con- 
siderable difference in the prices paid in open 
market, and ourlarge trade in seeds is almost 
paralyzed by the fact that dealers cannot de- 
pend upon being able either to receive or ship 
the property. The business of South Water 
street, which averages the enormous amount 
of about $1,000,000 per week, is very much 
reduced in volume, and dealers are put to 
their wits’ end to know how to keep much of 
their property from spoiling because of the 
absence of a market for it, They can only 
ship North and South. The commission 
men were notified yesterday that the Wabash 
Road can take no more consignments for St. 
Lous. This practically excludes them from 
the supplying of Texas with vegetables, and

The best and cleanest looking sample had a 
butter odor and taste and would readily pass 
for butter. It bad a very small variety of liv- 
ing urganisma, but a great many spores which, 
under favorabie conditions, I have no doubt 
would bave germinated. It also contained 
masses of dead mold, bits of ceillulous wood, 
various colored particies, shreds of hair, bristies, 


where, and demoralizing the stock market. 
Such a step would be quite on a par with 
other wrecking operations that he has en- 
gineered, and if it were proved on him it 
would do him no harm, for his reputation is 
well established. His recent utterances, if 
correctly reported, indicate that he is in an 
attitude of uncompromising hostility to the 
strikers. He cares little how far they carry 
their excesses, for the States in which 
any property destroyed is situated are liable 
for damages. He is not in the position of the 
capitalist, who is always desirous of peace, 
but of the speculator, who, if he is on the 
right side of the market, can just as easily 
profit by a public calamity as by a public 
blessing. 

One of the most important elements in Jay 
Gould’s equipment as a speculator is his abil- 
ity to use other people. He is not above the 
suspicion of having made Judges, Legisla- 
tures, and other public men and bodies bend 
to his will, and many a shrewd manipulator 
of Wall street has occasion to remember how 
he has served Gould when he thought he was 
serving himself only. If the keenest men of 
“the street” can be made to execute his 
purposes against their own interests, it would 
seem rather presumptuous for an organiza- 
tion of labormgmen unaccustomed to the 
tricks of speculation to suppose that they are 
in no danger of playing into his hands. 

What has been his position as a speculator 
during the last two or three years? There 
is every reason to believe that the panic of 
the spring of 1884 found him pretty heavily 
loaded with stocks. In his efforts to stem 
the tremendous downward tide of those ter- 
rible days of May and June it was necessary 
for him to buy many more. The remainder 
of 1884 and the first half of 1885 afforded 
him few opportunities to sell his haldings on 


satisfactory terms. The rise which began | 


last summer gave him his chance, All signs 
indicated that he was outside that movement 
and that he valued it only as a means of re- 
lieving himself of the securities he had 
bought fer his own protection. Persons hav- 
ing excellent facilities for acquaintance with 
his operations believe that he sold immense 
quantities. Never had speculator a better 
opportunity for getting out ofan unpleasant. 
predicament. But the rise was much greater 
than he had anticipated. He repeatedly said 
that stocks had gone too high. Farther- 
more, some important financial schemes 
were formed in which he had no participa- 
tion. The consolidation of the New York 
Central and the West Shore Roads was ef- 
fected without the ad of Jay Gould. With 
the plan for the reorganization of the Read- 
ing Company he appears to have no connec- 
tion. It is not flattering to the vanity of a 
Wall street magnate of his proportions to 
be thus left out in the cold. 

He finds himself then with comparatively 
few stocks on his hands, while the market is 
on a high level. The minds of the em- 
ployés on his roads are in a sensitive condi- 
tion. They can be made to serve him. No

Many of the proto- 
zoans, under tavorabile conditions, pass into an 
eneysted stage or develop spores within pro- 
tected capsules, and in these conditions lie dor- 
mant till the environment is again tavorapble, 
and it can hardly be doubted that some of the 
many spores found in these butterines were 
merely in a dormant state. 


Prof. Nachtrieb says the samples examined 


| by him show the use of foul water and a 


criminally filthy process of manufacture. 
Admitting the claim of the oleomargarine 
manufacturers that imitation butter may be 
manutactured in such a manner that it will 
be harmless, it 1s still true that as now pro- 
duced and put in the markets it is in many in- 
stances a dangerous article of food. If the 
samples examined by Prof. Nachtrieb had 
been part of the evidence in the test 
cases recently tried the courts would un- 
doubtedly have supported the prohibitory 
laws. An article of foot filled with the 
spores and seeds of low organisms cannot 
fail to increase the dangers of parasitism 
and prove injurious to health. There is 
ample evidence to show that the makers of 
oleomargarine have obtained favorable judi- 
cial rulings by producing in court ‘carefully 
prepared samplesy and are now flooding the 
markets with a vile, noxious compound 
manufactured and sold under false pre- 
tenses. If the sale of oleomargarine cannot 
de forbidden it is at least in the power of the 
Legislatures to require the makers of imita- 
tion butter to sell it ag such and give all 
purchasers fair warning. 


Tue Chicago Live-Stock Exchange unites 
with nearly all other associations of Western 
shippers in preferring the Cullom bill to the 
measures proposed by Bowen and Reagan 
for the reguiation of inter-State commerce. 
The resolutions adopted by the exchange ap- 
prove the Oullom bill mainly for the reason 
that it will provide a commission for the 
regulation of railroad transportation rather 
than attempt to fix an arbitrary tariff of 
rates. The live-stock dealers think it would 
be impracticable for a National Commission 
to become a general freight bureau for the 
entire country and prescribe maximum 
charges, but hold that the chief use of such 
a board would be to secure publicity of rates 
and make findings of facts which should be 
prima-facie evidence in case of a contro 


carrier. They also approve particularly that 
provision of the Cullom bill which allows an 
individual to prosecute a charge of extortion 
or unjust discrimination when the same is 
neglected by the United States District At- 


The amendments to the Cullom bill sug- 
gested by the Live-Stock Exchange are with 
a view of making the measure more specific, 
For instance, it is proposed to change the 
second section so that a like and substan- 
tially contemporaneous service need not be 
limited to cases where the same quantity ” 
of traffic is in question. The change pro-

In this climate, 
with rare exceptions which need not 
here be noted, and the perhaps nu- 
merous instances where entozoa are 
in the system at birth, the pests 
are taken into the body in food or drink. 
Their alimentive introduction in either the 
active or the embryotic stage may be avoid- 
ed by a thorough cooking of the food and 
drink, and in no other way. The eating of 
raw meat, or that which is partially raw, is 
much more general on the Continent of Eu- 
rope than in this country, and would be less 
common here if the people properly under- 
stood the danger of it. No animal food 
should be eaten that has not been completely 
permeated by a heat equal to that at which 
water boils under ordinary pressures of the at- 
mosphere, and the same precaution should be 
taken in the case of drinks. And this would 
act as a preventive not only against the rav- 
ages of entozoa in the human system, but 
also as a shield against the cholera and other 
diseases which affect the alimentary canal. 
Especially should this be borne in mind the 
coming summer if, as some medical men 
think, we are to have a cholera visitation in 
the United States, One scarcely need add, 
except as a means of fastening the above re- 
marks in the memory, the old saying that 
An ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure,” 


One of the demands of the Southwestern 
strikers, as stated by Master Workman Irons, 
is that no Knight of Labor shall be dis- 
charged by the railroad companies until he 
has had a trial before three arbitrators 
and been found guilty of whatever charges 
may be preferred against him. As the third 
arbitrator is to be selected by haphazard it is 
easy to see how under this system a railroad 
company might be compelled to employ men 
whose services were unsatisfactory. Rail- 
road companies are responsible in damages 
for the careless or negligent acts of their em- 
ployés, and the public is directly interested 
in the. preservation of strict discipline in the 
railread service, The law could not justly 
hold railroads to their present responsibility 
for life or property if they were not allowed to 
select their own employés or discharge such as 
were found incapable. But Mr. Irons’ idea 
of running a railroad solely for the benefit of 
its employés appears also in his assertion 
that the accused must be allowed to remain 
at work until the charges are either dis- 
proved or substantiated.” Of course under 
this rule a trainman, flagman, or switchman 
whose criminal carelesness had caused a 
great loss of life would nevertheless continue 
on duty until his case had been tried before a 
jury largely of his own selection, The safe- 
ty of the traveling public will not permit the 
application of any such doctrine to the ruil- 
road service. Mr, Irons’ theory would im- 
pair seriously if not entirely destroy the 
discipline and responsibility of the railroad 
service.

CATECHISING “SUSPECTS.” 


LOOKING INTO THE CLAIMS OF DU- 
BIOUSLY-QUALIFIED VOTERS. 

A Long List of Persons Who Are Anxious to 

Vote, but Whose Right to Do So Is Ques- 


tlonable, Examined by the Election Com- 
Instances of In- 


lot-Caster. 

The Election Commissioners, before begin- 
ning their session to hear appeals from the 
Boards of Registry yesterday morning, had a 
conference with Judge Prendergast regarding 
certain points of law likely to be raised in con- 
nection with the applications of inmates of 
Jodging-houses to be placed on the registers. 
The principal point was one referred to on 
previous occasions—whether a maa is to be 
classed as a qualified voter if be has not his 
permanent residence at any particular house, 
but changes his lodgings and lives at different 
houses off and on, as long as he keeps within 
the boundaries of one election precinct thirty 
days before the election. The Constitution 
makes the right to vote dependent upon the 
voter's „residence, and the statutes in regard 
to elections upon the “permanent abode.” 
bis condition has been deciared constitutional 
by the Supreme Court, and the question turns 
on the definiuon of “permanent abode.” It 
was ciaimed before the commission later in 
the day by H. O. McDaia that 4 man who paid 
for his lodgings by the night and was at liberty 
to and actually did change them every few 
days did not have his permanent abode” at 
any address be might give to the Board of 
Registry in order to secure the right of voting. 
But Judge Prendergast instructed the Com- 
missioners that, no matter how often an appl. 
cant might bave changed his residence, be 
could not be disfranchised if be remained with- 
zu the same election precinct thirty days before 
election day. The Commissioners could do 
nothimg else but follow this ruling, and the con- 
sequence was that most of the “suspects” 
from the lodging-house precincts who had been 


erased by the Boards of Registry were restored | 


by the commission. 

There was a large and impatient crowd in at- 
tendance ali day. They were admitted indis- 
criminately to the private room of the comm!s 
sion. But the noise increasing so that the 
statements of the witnesses could not be heard, 
the crowd was excluded and admitted one by 
one.

CATCHING THE SUSPECTS.

The Commissioners placed the majority of 
the mén marked disqualitied by the judges on 
the register, but they aid so with reluctance. 
Their decisions were unanimous, but they were 
dictated by necessity. In regard to the Green- 
ing case one Commissioner said: “It was 
nothing but necessity that caused us to recog- 
nize him as a voter. We did not expect 
that an appeal to the County Court 
on our decision, if we rejected 
aim. would be sustained, for neither Green- 
ing’s wife nor the bartender would testify 
against him, and there was no other evidence. 
In regard to the lodging-bouse men the Com- 
missioner in whom the Democrats place the 
greatest faith said: We restored them, be- 
cause we were compelled to by the letter of the 
law as construed by Judge Prendergast. But 
I tell you, Iam disgusted. Those men ought 
not to vote; they are not capabie of it; they 
are entirely unfit, and nothing but a legal 
technicality can secure them the right to vote. 
The Republican judges in the Ninth Precinct 
did right, and I was disgusted because I bad 
to undo their work.“

AMONG THE RAILROADS, 


CANADIAN PACIFIC'S COMPETITION 
FOR EMIGRANT BUSINESS.

Chief Engineer Arthur on Labor Organiza- 
tions and Strikes—Perfection of an East- 
Bound Passenger Pool—A Hitch at Wash- 


ington Over Proposed Illinois Central 
Bridge Near Cairo—A New Line 
from Chicago to East Dubuque. 

The Chicago and St. Paul lines are greatly 
agitated over the emigrant rate from Eastern 
Canada to points in the American Northwest. 
At a recent conference beld in this city the 
rates were fixed for the sprmg and summer. 
The American lines made the mistake of al- 
lowing the Canadian Pacifica differential of $2 
upon emigrant passenger business from Otta- 
wa to the boundary line. In other words, they 
agreed to allow the Canadian Pacificto make 
an emigrant rate of $23 from Ottawa to Bt. 
Vincent, while they were to quote $25 from the 


same point to Emerson, the junction point 
betweeh the Manitoba the Canadian 


immigration 
from Eastern Canada to Dakota. Pretty much 
all the travel bas gone by the Vanadian,Pacific 
and been handed over to the Manitoba at St. 
Vincent. The American lines set on foot an 
investigation to ascertain why they did not 
secure a fair proportion of the business. 
These inquiries resulted in the discovery that 
the Canadian Pacific secured it all by making 
lower rates than its American competitors. 
It was ascertained that one party had its effects 
ticketed through to Grand Forks at $100 per 
car. The best rate that could be made via 
Chicago is $125 per car—$60 to Chicago, $30 to 
St. Paul, and $35 to Grand Forks. Trafiic 
Manager Alexander of the St. Paul & 
Manitoba has been interviewed by a St. Paul 
reporter regarding this matter. He said: 
** What reply can I make? It's tneir own fault. 
They agreed to these rates, and now finding 
themselves in a hole look - to us for help. 
can't help them. We are after the people. We 
want them settled upon the lands tributary to 
our road. If the Canadian Pacific carries them 
at a $25 less rate than they. do, so much the 
better for us. It induces immigra on, and that 
is what we are working for. The Manitoba is 
not to blame for the matter. It can do more 
than itis doing. We charge $35 per car for 
emigrant movadbles from St. Paul to Grand 
Forks, and we charge the same amount from 
Emerson to Grand Forks, notwithstanding the 
distance ig not one-third as great. I don't see 
how they can expect more proteckon from 
us.“ 


Chief. Engineer Arthur on Labor Organisa- 
tions and Strikes. 

Grand Chief-Engineer Arthur of the Brothe 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, who is in the 
city adjusting the differences of his order with 
the Burlington, bas held the position for twelve 
years, and has witnessed the spread of the 
brotherhood into every State and Territory of 
the Union and into Canada and Mexico. 
„»The Brotherbood has no affiliation with any 
other labor organization,’’ he said last evening, 
„and will not bave, if I can prevent it. There 
is nothing reasonabie in the idea tat a man 
who earns $8 a day sbould fight the battles of 
one who earns 81. nor is there any community 
of interests between them te cause them 
to act together. The Brotherhood has 
always fought ite own dattles and 
never calied upon any outsiders for help, and 
I do not think ever will. Instead of the South- 
western strike causing the engineers to look 
favorably upon the Knights of Labor move- 
ment I think the effect bas been quite the op- 
posit, and the engineers generally think less of 
that movement than they ever have done.” 

"What do you think will be the future of 
that order 

Jam not a prophet or the son of a prophet, 
but I will give you my views. Strikes mean 
taxation, for the men who are out of work 
must be paid or they desert the order. 

Taxation means an excessive burden upon 
the order which must be severely feit and 
prove an unbearable zoad. It bas been the 
history of every order which went into strikes 
wildly, whose sole purpose seemed to be to 
strike, that they bave gone to pieces after a 
few years. Take the most powerful unions 
which have for a time dominatea affairs in 
New York and Pennsylvania, where dave 
they gone? You never hear ot them 
now. They have all gone down ecause of 
strikes. It seems to me that the Knights will 
go the same way. They say that Powderly is 
a conservative man and that be has conserva- 
tive men behind him. If so be ought to have 
ordered the men on the Missouri Pacific back 
to work, and if they did not go he ought to 
have expelled them. The strikers were wrong. 
He could see it as plainly in Philadelphia as in 
St. Louis.“ 

„ But it is said Vice-President Hoxie’s re- 
fusal to have a conference made bim angry?“ 

“Tf it did he is not the proper man to be at 
the head of a great labor organization, where 
personal pride steps in over the good of thou- 
sands of people out of work. It takes ‘reason 
and good judgment in these affairs and the 
honesty to own up when one is in the wrong. 

**] wil give you the solution of all these la- 
bor trouples. It is this: Come, let us reason 

When this is done fairly 

on both sides the 

strikes will become 

rare enough to de curiosities. Powderly 

may be a good man, but de is in 

bad company. They say be has political aspi- 

rations. The history of every labor organiza- 

tion whose head has bad a ‘ Congressional 

bee’ or any Other political bee about bim has 

the same. It bas gone down while its bead 

has climbed into the Legislature, or to Con- 
gress, or what not.” 

Mr. Arthur is decidedly opposed to the boy- 
cott, which, be says, is the same as blacklist- 
mg. which the engineers worked against for 
so many years.

The General Managers and General Passen- 
ger Agents of the various roads in the Central 
Traffic Association met again yesterday morn- 
ing at Commissioner Bianchard’s office and 
further considered the proposed pooling agree- 
ment on east-bound passenger traffic.

rates, could not agree to take such ac 
tion at present, but it was thought 
better policy to let road take 
what business it could than to keep up the 
present unsatisfactory condition of east-bound 
passenger affairs. It was therefore decided to 
go on with the consideration of the proposed 
pooling agreement, a full abstract of which 
has already been published in Tur Trisune, 
and it was gone through section by section. 
All sections with the exception of those 
regarding the establishment of differentia! 
rates and the abolisbing of commissions, were 
adopted without much trouble, but the above- 
named two objects led to an animated discus- 
sion. The opinions regarding differentia) rates 
by the so-called lines differed so widely that no 
agreement could be reached, but in order 
not to delay the execution of 
new agreement it was decided to 
let the Chairman—Commissioner Bianchard— 
fix such differentials as be may deem neces- 
sary in order to properly equalize the business. 
In regard to the commission question the opin- 
ions were still more varied, some of the roads 
refusing to stop the payment of commissions 
in territory outside of association points, and 
finally it was agreed ito let the commission 
question stand as at present, which permits 
the payment of commissions outside of poo!

The Illinois Central’s Proposed Bridge. 

WasHinoton, D. C., March 25.—[Special.]— 
There is a hitch over the proposed Lilinois Cen- 
tral bridge across the Ohio at or near Cairo. 
The engineer division of the War Department 
has found that the bill as drawn does not meet 
the requirements of the Government that have 
heretofore been insisted upon whenever per- 
mission was asked to bridge the Ohle. The 
reason is said to lie in the fact that it would be 
cheaper for the railroad to build according to 
its own specifications.

The Commerce Committee has until April 10 in 
the House for the consideration of its bilis, 
and if the Obio River measure could be gotten 
out of the committee by that time there would 
be no trouble over its passage. But as the 
uniform practice has been to have ail meas- 
ures of this kind approved by the War Depart- 
ment before reporting them out of tne com- 
mittee it will not be departed from in this in- 
stance. 


A New Line to Chicago. 

FREEPORT, III., Mareh 25.—/[Special.|—Ar 
ticles of incorporation of the Minnesota & 
Northwestern Railway Company were placed 
on record today in the office of the Clerk of 
the Circuit Court. A license was granted this 
company by the Secretary of State only a few 
weeks ago. Its capital stock is $50,000,000, and 
its incorporators are Robert McFadden, Will- 
iam A. Gardner, aad Henry A. Gardner of Chi- 
cago, and John I. Thompson and Adolphus F.

NEW LAWS IN IOW4A. 


Passage of a Measure of Great Importance 
to Mutual Benefit Associations—The Sol- 
diers’ Home Committee Makes an Indefi- 
nit Report—Locating the Supreme Court at 
Des Moines—Other Legislative Work. 

Des Moines, Ia., March 25.—[Special.]—The 
Gatch Insurance bill that passed the Legisia- 
ture today is of considerable importance to 
mutual benefit associations, 

It provides that all of these organizations must 
show their plan of business to the Auditor of State 
and Attorney-General and receive their approval 
before being allowed to do business. Then their 
articles of incorporation must be recorded 
in the office of the Recorder of the 
county where organized and with the See- 
retary of State. Every such organization 
is required to print in red ink in a conspicuous part 
of the application for insurance the following 
words: It is understood and agreed that the 
amount to be paid when the certificate or policy is- 
sued upon this application becomes a claim shall 
be dependent upon the amount collected from an 
assessment made to meet such claim; and it is 
further required that the company must have 
actual applications upon at least 250 lives for at least 
$1,000 each, and satisfactory proof must be filed 
with the Auditor of State that the President, Sec- 
retary, and Treasurer of the association bave given 
a good bond for $5,000 for the faithful discharge 
of their duties. Further, no association of this 
kind can do business in the State anti! it has re- 
ceived a certificate from the Auditor of State, as 
provided in the act. No policy can be issued to a 
person over 65 years of age hor under 15. These 
associations are required to invest their reserve 
funds in United States bonds, State or mounicipal 
bonds, or notes secured by mortgage on unincum- 
bered real estate not to exceed 40 per cent ot their 
appraised value, exclusive of improvements, and 
shall deposit their securities with the State Audit- 
or. All foreign associations that desire to do busi- 
ness in this State must file their articles of incor- 
poration with the State Auditor and conform to the 
provisions of this act. } 

The legislative committee appointed to hunt 
a suitable site for a Soldiers’ Home reported 
today. The report is very voluminous, and 
describes the desirable sites in the twenty 
places visited. It presents in tabulated form 
the answers which the various localities.give 
to the questions of the committee, showing the 
resources available of water, drainage, build- 
ing material, railroad facilities, ete. The re- 
port, while describing the various propositions 
made to the committee and setting forth 
the desirame points of each, does not 
decide in favor of any one, but closes 
with the recommendation that both Houses of 
the Legislature meet in an informal joint 
caucus and settie the question. Tonight the 
feeling among members seemed to be settling 
in favor of Burlingten. The Senate on 
the third reading a bill establishing a Soldiers’ 
Home and appropriating $100,000 for that pur- 
pose. The bill appropriates $75,000 for the 
purchase of ground and the construction of a 
building, and $25,000 for the maintenance of 
the home.
